WASHINGTON — President 
Bush hailed Viole ta Chamorro's 
upset election [iTNicaragua as a 
"clear mandate for peace and 
democracy" Monday. 

In addition, his spokesman sa|d. 
Bush wanted to lifi U.S. trade sanc- 
tions that ha\>c hobbled the country’s 
economy. 

Bush said the vole to oust Icfiisl 
President Daniel Ortega "moves us 
one step closer to the day when 
every nation in this hemisphere is a 
democracy.” He colled for a peace- 
ful transfer of power from the 
Sandinista government that has 
ruled for 10 years, 

In a message aimed both at the 
Sandinistas and the U.S.-supported 
army of Contra rebels who tried to 
ovcrtlirow the government. Bush' 


said, "Given the clear mandate for 
peace and democracy, there is no 
reason at all for further military 
activity from any quarter." 

— Ealcr'Moitdayrthc-p resident- 
phoned Mrs. Chamorro to con- 
graulatc her on her victory. "The 
president said the election reinforces 
the Nicaragiiari people's commit- 
ment to the peace process and 
towards building a free and open 
society," said While House 
spokesman Marlin Fitzwatcr. 

Bush told Mrs. Chamorro the 
election was "a great day for the 
Nicaraguan people," Fitzwatcr said. 

The spokesman said Bush also 
discussed the situation with a num^ 
ber of allied leaders.

Chamorro's government, which is to 
be inaugurated April 25.

Cancer specialist praises new center 


Ortega, Sandinistas will 
yield power to^Uiance

TWIN FALLS - The county hospital’s can- 
cer treatment center will be nearly as good ns 
the University of Washington’s cancer treat- 
ment facilityrsays the-hospital’s ncwjadintion, 
oncologist. — - 

Dr. John Gamboa, 33. of the Seattle area, 
visited the hospital Monday in preparation for 
his upcoming move to the Magic Valley 
Regional M^cal Center. 

Gambon will begin treating cancer paiicnb 
as soon as the new center’s doors open. He is 
just finishing a thrcc-ycar residency at the 
University of Washington. 

Hospital Administrator John Bingham said 
Monday that construction is about 10 days 
behind, but that the center should be finished 
sometime between May 15 and June 1.

lion, Gamboa said the hospital’s new linear 
accelerator - a crucial SI. 3 million piece of the 
cancer center - is the same type used at the 
U.W.

- The University of Washington, however, has 
an additional piece of high-tech radiation 
equipment - a cyclotron. But it is one of only 
four in the nation. 

The new Magic Valley facility "is going to 
be oblc to treat malignancies as well as any 
place,” Gamboa said. 

Dr. Glen Hcggic, the hospital’s medical 
■ oncologist has been treating cancer patients 
with chemotherapy for about n year, but must 
•iend them to cither Boise or Sglt Lake City for 
radiation treatment. 

When the new center opens, a'cancer patient 
can stay in Ihc Magic Valley for treatment. But 
the patient’s health comes first, Gamboa said. 
,^vcn--if.thaLmcans.rccommcnding the paiicnl.. 
iravcl to another facility for other treatment. 


Physicians can treat cancer with radiation, 
surgery and chemotherapy, or a combination of 
the three. 

Gamboa said a patient can usually go back to 
his normal daily activities after a radiation ses- 
sion. Radiation treatment side effects are mini- 
mal and do not include the hair loss and nausea 
oftch associated with chcmotlierapy, he said 

Gamboa and his wife grew up in Boise, and 
Gamboa said he has always known he would 
come back to Idaho one day. The father of two 
said he became interested in treating cancer 
patients during medical school because cancer 
patients arc easy lo work with and appreciative 
of a physician's efforts. 

Gamboa attended college at Creighton 
University in Nebraska and went on lo medical 
school at the University of Utah. He did an 
inlcmshiiTin general surgery and is now fini.sh-' 
ing his residchey at the U.W. 

Gamboa said he is looking forward lo mak- 
ing the move to Twin Falls - but first he has to

A bit of engineering wizardry may produce

BOSTON — 'Until recently, the AuBy has.

silk — indeed, far stronger than steel 

Now the secret is out. . 

The military hopes to use the new fabric for 
.h.illptp mnf v ests, helmets. pa rochute_co rd s_and 
other strong, light equipment. And the folks on. 
New York's Seventh Avenue may want to take 
iiQticc — silk stockings may come back, too. 

The silk industry hw long relied on the costly 
and time-consuming fanning of silkworms, a 
cultural and commercial tradition in Chinn and 
Japan, where the creatures have been domesti- 
cated for centuries. 

But. the mass production of spider silk may 
‘'s'bnicday mean a decline in the cost of commer- 
cial silk, according lo Stephen' Lombardi, the 


28-ycar-old civilian molecular biologist credited 
with the invention. 

“Right now they’re still using the old way of 
doing it. with a lot of man hours spent babysit- 
ting silkworms.” Lombardi said. "This process 
is very simplc-andxhcap^-Our-intcnl was to ' 
mass produce large quantities of silk chcaply- 
ond there’s no reason why the general public 
shouldn't have access to the technology." 

That t echn ology refers to Lombardi’s success 
in isolating the gene that produces silk In the 
Golden Oib weaver spider and engineering the 
gene into bacteria. The bacteria in turn produces 
a spider silk protein. 

Until now, spiders have never been an effi- 
cient source of silk production. Uplike silk- 
worms, they have not been domesticated and 
rarely can be kept alive long enough to produce 
quantities of silk. But with Lombaidi’s process, 
no spiders ^i^needcd. 

Jack'Sha'mash. president of the New York- 


based Shamosh and Sons, die country’s largest 
silk importers, says the idea that spider silk 
-could.rcpiacc silkworms is'“a lot of nonsense. ’ 
The United Stales ihas virtually rid silk pro- 
duction and therefore lacks the needed network 
of factories and weavers to transfoim available 

spider silk into fabrics, he said. — - : — • - 

"You'll have to build a whole billion-dollar 
industry.” said Shamash. "1 very much doubt it 
could displace silk on the open market." 

Lombardi' countered that his method of pro- 
ducing spider silk involves sophisticated 
biotechnology, but wouldn’t require new facto- 
ries or weavers. Existing fiber-spinning technol- 
ogy could be used on the spider silk, he said. 

Lombardi, who works at the Amy’s sprawl- 
ing research laboratory in Natick, south of 
Boston, devised his method of replicating spider 
silk last spring. He presented a brief report last 
week at the American A^isociation for the 
Advancement of Science convention.

They include type of asbestos, quantity 
of fibers being released, room area and size 
of fibers. If asbestos-containing materials arc 
in good condition and are not releasing 
fibers, it may be better not to disturb them. 
However, if the material is releasing fibers 
into the air, it should be removed by a pro- 
fessional.

Economists surveyed say

WASHINGTON (AP) — The na-' 
tion’s top business economists be- 
lieve the economy will avoid a rixes- 
sion for the next three years and 
bre^ the record expansion set in the 
“glory days" of the 1960s, according 
to a survey released on Monday.
